Santiago, Cuba, March 22.— Owing to 
tbe supposed autheticity of the report 
received here from Captain Leigh, the 
chief signal officer, regarding the al- 
leged death of John Sherman, the 
former secretary of state, the weekly 
refepti(;ii if Mrs. Wood, the wife of 
General Leonard Wood, was posponed. 

After the arrival of the American 
Hue steamer Paris at Santiago, and 
the announcement that there was no 
truth in the reports of the death of 
Mr. Sherman, word was sent out that 
Mrs. Wood would receive. It was too 
lats, however, to obtain the services 
of the band. In spite of this, fhlly 
200 passengers from the Paris were 
present at the reception. When the 
Paris reached here those on board of 
htr noticed that the flag was flying 
from Morro castle at the entrance of 
the harbor was at half-mast, ana itwas 
inferred by the passengers that some 
Important personage was dead. Their 
surprise was great when told, «n being 
reached by a tug. that a report was 
current that Mr. Sherman was dead. 

Captain Leigh gave the signal office 
at Ouantanamo a bad quarter of an 
liour. 

The men on duty there explained 
that they had received the alleged 
newe of Mr. Sherman s death from 
the French Cable company, and sup- 
posing it to be correct, sent an official 
conflrmstlon. as they had no cause to 
doubt the authenticity of the report. 

The announcement of Mr. Sherman's 
death obtained so much credence here 
that General Wood even bad a cable 
dispatch written asking the authorities 
at Washington for instructions as to 
the special honors they were desirous 
of paying to the remains of the di.s 
tinguished statesman, but before this 
messsge wss sent the Paris arrived 
h*re, and everybody was pleased to 
beer Mr. Sherman, Instead of being 
dead, was Improving In health.

Chicago. March 22.— The board of 
nquiry Investigating army beef exam- 
ined Lieutenant L. J. D. Harman of 
'he I'irst cavalry, who was acting reg- 
imental quartermaster while the regi- 
ment was stationed at Lakeland, Fla. 

He testified that refrigerator beef 
was received from Armour fc Com- 
pany. It was brought to Lakeland in 
cars.- At first it was very good, and 
there was no objection to It. bht in 
three or four days it began to get 
poorer in quality. In two instances 
a board of survey i ejected the beef. 
In one case the 'Witness rejected a 
whole carload. The stench wss ob- 
servable before the i ar was opened. 
The beef was not received because de- 
composition had set In. 

In some cases ice was put In with 
ihe beef, but this gave the meat a 
slimy, repulsive appearance, and it 
was rejected. Witness then got au- 
tiiorlty to buy beef In the open mar- 
ket. 

David A. Flelschman testified that 
he was employed as bellboy at the Ho- 
tel Morrison, Chicago, during the 
month of .Iiine. ' One day in 

June," he said, "gentlemtn in room 
131 asked me If I would be at leisure 
to go to the stockyards with him. I 
went out there with him and had to 
carry two Ixixts. tin or fralvanized iron 
boxes. He went out to see some man 
about some meat, he told me. We 
took the boxes and went to a car. 
where there were three or four rows of 
meat. In t a( li of Ihe Ixjxs s therp were 
four smaller packages containing, as 
I recall it, a black or rather a light 
gray colored substance. He put this 
into perforated trays made for that 
purpose, set fire to it and placed it 
under the meat. I asked him what 
that was done for, and he said it was 
done as an experiment to prsstrrt the 
nieat. 

"Next day I was to go liatk and get 
the cans; I asked him whether it was 
to kill germs or anything like that, 
but he said no, simply to preserve the 
meat. I put my finger on the meat 
and tasted it, and It burned t}w end 
of my tongue. 

"I called attention to the fact that 
the meat looked, rather larger than 
when we were there before. He said 
that wns simply an enlargement of 
the meat from the ice. There was a 
sulphurlous smell in the car and an- 
other odor which I can not describe 
I took the cans back to the hotel. 

"I noticed In one end of the car 
there was a row marked Tampa. Fla.' 
This was at Armour's packing house. 
There was only one car; there were 
only about tbre* rows of beef. I 
think It was halves. I asked him who 
be was, and if I am not mistaken, he 
told me he was a quartermaster, or a 
quartermaster general, or something 
like that. He was about 6 feet 10 
inches tall, wore eyeglasses, and I 
should Judge was about 46 years of 
age. He wore no uniform, but was 
dressed in plain clothes. I under- 
stood from what be said that he had 
some connection with the military 
service." 

Dr. Mnrdock'a Tmtlinony. 

Dr. E. E. Murdock, who was for twu 
years president of the auxiliary medi- 
cal staff in the Chicago health depart- 
ment as an analytical chemist, was 
the next witness. 

He stated that he made several ex- 
aminations of both canned and re- 
frigerated beef, dating back several 
years. Some time In the latter part 
of .June. 1S98. he said, some canned 
meat was brought to him to determine 
its character. The first sample was 
brought with the assertion that It was 
horsefiesh, but on sxamtaatlon this 
was found to be untrue. 

With reference to th«» examination 
of fresh beef the witneod said that at 
three different times there were 
brought lo him pieees of what seemed 
to be ordinary meat from the markets, 
which evidently had been kept for 
some tlma, presumgbly in h refrig- 
erator. 

"I found." said Dr.- Murdoch, "that 
some of the meat was coated with 
boraic acid. In other specimens I 

found that they had been (oated with 
a preparation of salicylic acid for pre- 
serving the meat. I understood this 
to be refrigerator beef; found boraic 
acid in two specimens and salicylic 
acid in one. These cxpprlnsents were 
made about the middle of June, 1898." 

Colonel Davis— Had it any connec- 
tion with the government?" 



'I don't know that it did." 
"Was It delivered to you by any onr- 
connected with the gov^niment? Had 
he contract relations with the United 
States?" 
"I don't know that he had." 
"Hkve you ever found horscflpsii put 
up in cans and -sold on the market 
here In Chicago?" 

"Not put up in cans, but I have had 
samples brought to me purporting to 
be fresh beef from the market, and 
have found some of ttuese samples 
to be horseflesh Instead of beef. I had 
no means of knowing whence they 
came. An Investigation with that re. 
suit once led the health department 
to suppress an establishment in the 
outskirts of Chicago."

In the spriuK oi 1885, on the occasion 
of a local centennial celebration, a pam- 
phlet was piibliabed by a citiien of Ken- 
tucky directing attention to tbe effect of 
certain racial and reliffiooa inflaencea in 
moulding the political inatitationa of 
tlii.« Stale. It was entitled "The Genesis 
oi a Pioneer Commonwealth." Tbe sug- 
ceationa offered by tbia writer aa to the 
sources of ouroi^ntoic life were incident- 
a ly illustrated and confirmed by an 
eminent Virginian scholar. Dr. Alexan- 
der Brown, in his "(ieiiesis of tliel'nited 
States," (published iu 18!K)), a work 
wliich throws a flood of light upon the 
broad expanseof early American history, 
and is especially remarkable for tbe crit- 
ic il elaboration, lucidity and acuteness 
with wliiub tbe author baa arranged the 
reaulta of hia vast scheme of hiatorical 
research. It is an true of Dr. Brown as of 
Gibbon, that ha'la luminous aa well aa 
volnminona; end Ma maaterly ptikhio- 
tiotis should find a place in tbe Ubraiy of 
every American scholar. 

In the **Oen«aia" are noted and traced 
fiom official English records contempo- 
rary with the first settlement of Vir- 
ginia, the beginnings of that great duel 
between conflicting civilizations which 
recently closed with tbe destruction of 
Spain's naval power at Santiago and 
Manila ; and it ia precisely true that one 
must read these remarkable books of Dr. 
iirown in order to have a thprougli com- 
prehensioa of the originen of tbe late 
war. Every incident and detail of the 
dc.-ipcratf ainl protracted AuKlo-Spanish 
conll ct— iucludlnit the destruction of the 
Armada— comes oat under this historic 
seart'li-li^ht as distinctly and vividly aa 
under the liKht ut day. 

Tu citizens of KentuckyVho have a 
critical and philosophic intereat in the 
history of their State, Dr. Brown's work 
ia peculiarly interesting in the circum- 
atance that it connects ^and, in a special 
eense, includes, the genesis of Kentucky 
uifli tliatof the I'nited Stati > ; and sug- 
gests, in a most interesting way, that thia 
Oommonweaith is not only a lineal pro- 
duct of the An){lo-Virginian ( ivili/ation 
which he has sought to trai j, but th|it, 



rartogriiphically at leaat, it formed mr \n- 
'tesral part (iftkeftnt RrpuhKc eilablMed in 
the new wOfM. In a recent communica- 
tion to a friend in Kentucky, Dr. Brown 
says : "The bounil<< of the charters which 
oontained the popular charter rights 
which were tlic >:erin of thia Republic, 
extended between thirty-four degrees 
and forty d eg reea north latitode and from 
oci'nn tn (nran. Kentucky, therefore, was 
embraced within the first Republic in 
America." 

TheaeVinrinian charters werpdrawn by 
Sir Edwin Sandys, (a son of an English 
a'chbislioiH, who lia i been educated in 
Geneva and was thoroughly seaaoned 
with tbedeetrinee of theOenenafaebooI 
"If God," he declared, "did constitute and 
din ct a frame of Government on earth 
it wae that of Geneva." -He t h eref or e en 
deavored not only to found the American 
republic on Genevan lines and " to erect 
a free State" on the Atlantic coast, but to 
m ike ample proviaion in the charter ittelj' 
tor the ultimate "expaa^on" of the 
younK republic toward the Pacific sea. 
The sagacious atateamen of Spain were 
not alow to detect the threatening nature 
of this Virginian settlement, small as 
waa, and the conflict then initiated did 
not oeaae until the navies of Spain went 
down under the guns of Dewey and 
Schley. The struggle for Kentucky in the 
closing years of the last century was part 
of the saiue prolonged contest for supre- 
macy on American soil. Every resource 
of diplomacy and intrigue was exhausted 
by Spain to wreat the germinant 'com 
monwealtb from tbe parent stem; and, 
on the utiier liaml, no pdieme was more 
popular with the bold and enterprising 
Kentocklaiii of that day than a proposal 
to wrest the control of the Missi88ip)>i 
from the deaperate graap of Spain. Dur- 
ing years of almost revolutionary agita- 
tion, the District of Kentucky stood faith- 
ful, dauntless and alone; and it is his- 
torically and critically true that even tbe 
splendid allurement of a Spaniah alli- 
ance waa powerleaa against tbe trana- 
mitted instincts of a clannish race, the 
inherited diacipline of a Oalvinistic 
church, and thi deep-eeated Anglo-Vir- 
ginian passion for liberty regulated by 
law. Every thoughtful citizen should 
read Dr. Brown. ' Hia work ia a marvel of 
maaterly inveatigation.

The ontlook for a peach crop teems to 
hei niiiveraally poor thii aeaaon. The re- 
<:iirrinK blizzards and aaoueMive periods 
of intense cold have ruined the orchards 
in Connecticut, in Michiiran and even in 
Georgia. Ex-Govemor tlale. of Connec- 
ticut, who, bei<ides thousands of acres in 
bis own State, owns immense orchards in 
Georffia, informa the Department) of Ag- 
rionlt;irt' that he cxpect« jieacfiep from 
both Sutes to witbei in the bud. Every 
peach in C«inec.ticnt is killed, he tays, 
and what is particularly alarming, even 
the semi-hardy kinds kept about his 
home for shade trees are dead. The 
pomologists, how^ver,although they teem 
united in predicting a scarcity, do not be- 
lieve that the Southern plants are dead. 

Michigan, of course, shared the hardest 
fate. Not only her peach but also her 
apple inilnstry will be crushed for the 
coming season. The mercury stood be- 
low aero for ao many weeka that there ia 
little hope entertainel for any but the 
more hardy, and, therefore, less desirable 
species. In many orchards the ground 
was frozen to a depth of four feet. A 
trustworthy grower in the north of the 
Htate, a man in whom the department ie 
accustomed to put confidence, writes that 
all hia Ben Davis, Baldwin, Early Harvest 
and sweet apples are gone. This leaves 
the small districts around Niagara Falls 
and in Tennesaee; to supply the market. 
It is unnere.apary to state that some of 
the peach-lovers will go hungry, while 
thoae who do indulge will pay heavily 
for the luKnr y.
